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a number to be remembered. How should you tip him? It is 
true, as at the New York piers, that the porters are paid by 
the company, but it is customary to tip them approximately 
Frs.2.50 per piece of hand baggage, if you have three or less 
pieces, and Frs.2.00 per piece, if you have more than three 
pieces of baggage. 

(b) The BAGGAGE-MASTER will give you a list of duti¬ 
able articles. False declarations entail the filling out of 
long documents and the eventual missing of your boat train. 
We recommend not only your making fair declarations but 
also your being careful of the things you are taking in so as 
to avoid complications. 

CUSTOMS —You may bring the following articles into France 
free of all duty, provided such articles are mentioned upon your 
regular Customs Declaration form: 

CIGARS AND CIGARETTES: For the Men: Twenty-five cigars 
or fifty cigarettes, or three and one-half ounces of tobacco. For 
the Ladies: Fifty cigarettes. 

PHOTOGRAPHIC APPARATUS: Two per passenger, provided 
they are of different shape or type. The immunity to customs 
duties applies to the apparatus itself, its cover, to the film roll, 
plate, or pack in use, if any, and to twelve photographic plates, 
or two rolls of films or two film-packs. 

CINEMATOGRAPHIC APPARATUS: One portable "movie 
camera” of the "Cine-Kodak” or "Pathe-Baby” type, and two rolls 
of films. There is no limitation to the number of rolls of film you 
may carry; but any amount in excess of two rolls is dutiable with 
the following exception: If you are planning to visit other 
countries, please specify at the Customs when you enter France 
how many rolls you expect to use in France and how many in 
other countries. Only those used in France (in excess of two rolls) 
are dutiable. Those which are to be used in another country 
you may enter under bond ("Acquit-a-Caution”), the amount of 
which will be refunded to you when you leave France. 


Since the rate of duty is quite high, we would advise tourists 
to buy their films in France; you will be able to purchase there 
films of all makes, sizes and prices. 

A tourist may bring into France simultaneously only one photo¬ 
graphic apparatus and one cinematographic apparatus. 

Tourists may take into France free of duty: one phonograph 
(twenty records), one portable musical instrument, one portable 
typewriter, camping equipment, sport equipment, two decks of 
playing cards and in general, all sorts of personal effects. All of 
these objects must show signs of usage. 

As for new objects: this admission is made on consignment or up¬ 
on guarantee of the amount of duty eventually collectible. The 
consignment consists of a cash deposit placed with the Bureau of 
Entry and which is reimbursed at the time of departure of the 
tourist, upon presentation of the articles which had been tem¬ 
porarily admitted. 

The guarantee of the duty must be furnished either by a solvent 
person inhabiting the locality in which the Bureau of Entry is 
situated, and acceptable to the Receiver of Customs of that Bureau, 
or by an Association of French Tourism: The Automobile Club 
de France, The Touring Club de France, The Aero Club de 
France, or by one of their correspondents in France or abroad. 

FACILITIES GRANTED AMERICAN MOTORISTS —With a 
view to favor the development of American Automobile touring 
in France, automobilists from the United States and Canada dis¬ 
embarking at a French Port may freely circulate in France with 
their American or Canadian Registration Plates and Operator’s 
license, translated into French. 

In order to benefit by this advantage, American or Canadian 
automobilists must obtain the necessary Customs documents from 
the American Tourist Associations recognized by the French 
Authorities (American Automobile Association and American 
Automobile Tourist Alliance or Compagnie Generate Transatlan- 
tique-French Line.) 


TRAINS —Boat trains are in a slightly different class from others 
as they are still under the supervision of the steamship company. 
But if you are taking an ordinary train or for subsequent travel 
in France, always be careful to retain your ticket as it is not only 
punched on the train but also collected at the gateway of the 
station of destination. If for any reason you have to interrupt 
your journey, we advise your having the station-master stamp your 
ticket so as to facilitate the eventual refund of any unused portion 
of same. 

TAXIS —Upon your arrival in Paris or any other station, you 
will be again in the hands of porters whose needs have already 
been explained. In this case they will take your baggage to the 
taxicab stands and unless you are very certain of your French 
pronunciation, we would suggest your writing out the name of 
your hotel in order to avoid further discussion and a zig-zag route 
which would benefit only the taxi-meter. There is an extra charge 
for heavy baggage. Everyone is aware of the fact that taxicab 
fares are very cheap in France. If the fare is from Frs.2.50 to 
Frs.5.—a one franc tip is in order. From Frs. 5.—to Frs.10.—also 
one franc. Above Frs.10.—tip Frs.1.50 or 10%. When returning 
from the theatre after 11 o’clock, if the cost of the cab is more 
than you pay in the daytime, do not blame the driver’s imagina¬ 
tion. A legal tariff, 50% higher, applies. 

HOTELS —Experienced travelers who want to secure reasonable 
rates at HOTELS and to know beforehand exactly what they will 
have to pay including the complicated tips and taxes should con¬ 
sult a travel expert; you will find your local travel agent ready to 
oblige you and in a position to suggest a hotel suitable to your 
desires. At the information bureaus on board ship you will also 
find experts eager to be of assistance. Listening to the advice of 
fellow-passengers is very confusing and not always satisfactory as 
many travelers are inclined to be over-boastful of their personal 
discoveries. 

If you have not made arrangements before sailing, we recommend 
that you ascertain thoroughly, before signing on the dotted line, 
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exactly what the rate quoted includes, bearing in mind that pension 
(two or three meals a day) rates always work out cheaper in the 
long run even if you do not take all meals at the hotel while 
sightseeing. 

You may find the Continental breakfast composed of coffee and 
rolls insufficient to carry you through the morning and unless 
you have made a special rate inclusive of American breakfast, 
we advise you to consult the menu carefully for the price of oat¬ 
meal, grapefruit, etc., which are considered as luxuries in France 
and which are of course priced accordingly. Some hotels, how¬ 
ever, serve a special American breakfast in the dining room at an 
inclusive rate, which is very helpful. (As a general rule, when 
ordering extras, you should verify the prices before doing so). 

TIPS —According to the custom now generally in practice through¬ 
out France a charge for service is automatically placed on the bill. 
In the smaller hotels 10% is charged. In the higher class and 
de luxe hotels 15% is charged. 

This takes care of all gratuities. If, however, you feel you have 
received any special service, perhaps late at night, or that any 
member of the staff has gone to special pains to accommodate you, 
you may of course remunerate this special service. 

RESTAURANTS AND CAFES —Your travel agent can recom¬ 
mend Restaurants and Cafes for lunch and dinner either at a 
fixed rate table d’hote or a la carte. Tip 10% on the check. 

You will appreciate and enjoy French cooking. Some restaurateurs 
are not very liberal with butter and ice-water, but most progressive 
hotels catering to the American visitor are now aware of American 
habits and supply the desired amounts. 

THEATRES AND CINEMAS—With the exception of two or 
three cinemas, it is the custom to tip the ushers. Frs.1.50 per 
person is a practical tip. 


DELIVERY OF PURCHASES ON BOARD SHIP—When re¬ 
turning to the United States, please make sure in ordering mer¬ 
chandise to be delivered on board ship, that you retain a copy of 
your sales slip, plainly stating description of purchase, price, 
delivery instructions, name of ship, cabin reservation and date of 
sailing. 

In case the merchandise is not delivered or is lost, this enables 
us to trace your purchase and, if possible, restore it to you, if 
reported through our New York office at 610 Fifth Avenue, upon 
your arrival here. 

For GENERAL TRAVEL ARRANGEMENTS, whether an inclu¬ 
sive tour, railroad, steamship or airplane transportation, sight¬ 
seeing, etc., the best people to consult are the representatives of 
your local travel agents who are thoroughly familiar with the local 
conditions and eager to have you express your satisfaction upon 
your return. 

We would like to draw your attention to the fact that the French 
Government has instituted at the Commissariat General au 
Tourisme, 27 Quai d f Orsay, Paris, a bureau of claims and adjust¬ 
ments, where any traveler who finds lack of courtesy on the part 
of porters, taxicab drivers, etc,, or who finds fault with the hotel 
service, may report his complaints verbally or in writing. The 
number of the porter or taxicab driver will be sufficient identifi¬ 
cation. 

We feel confident that you will have no discourtesies to report 
and that, mindful of the above hints, you will have a pleasant 
sojourn in France.

HINTS TO THE AMERICAN TRAVELER 

IN FRANCE 

So that your visit in France will be enjoyable and pleasant 
throughout your travels there, we respectfully offer the informa¬ 
tion contained in this folder in the hope that it will solve the 
small problems that sometimes confront those on their first trip 
there. 

After a careful survey, it has been found that any difficulties in 
the contact of the visitor and the service from porters, taxi-drivers, 
waiters and hotel help, are usually caused by lack of understanding 
of local customs and regulations rather than through any wish 
from anyone to be discourteous." 

In your travel schedule the information herewith will be of value, 
we hope, in eliminating misunderstanding and annoyance. 

ARRIVAL —While on board ship and up to the time you descend 
the gang-plank at the port of arrival, you will be in the hands 
of steamship officials thoroughly minded as to your needs and 
problems. But before boarding the boat train you will have to 
deal with two Frenchmen who usually have not mastered your 
language: 

(a) The PORTER who will take your baggage from your 
stateroom to your compartment on the boat train, carries

Sans doute est-ce a ce 
lettre double d'un artiste que fait allusion 
Dom Rivet, lorsqu’il note, dans le chapitre de

« vingiens qui etaient presque barbares, on 
« vit revivre le petit caractere romain. L'Abbaye 
« de Fontenelle eut Favantage de travailler plus 
« efficacement, et peut-etre la premiere, a re-

Sous la voute archaique de la petite eglise 
de Saint-Saturnin, dans ce beau roman d’un 
caractere encore un peu rude, on evoquera avec 
emotion le souvenir de ce calligraphe, inventeur 
de la « minuscule carolingienne », ou « Caro¬ 
line », d'ou devait naitre, plus tard, Fecriture 
cursive europeenne. 
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UNE RELIQUE INATTENDUE 


Le hameau de Caudebecquet garde encore 
le souvenir d’un miracle qui, en des temps 
anciens, s’opera sur les bords de la Seine, Un 
pelerin anglais avait pu s’emparer subreptice- 
ment des reliques de saint Maxime et de saint 
Venerand, alors venerees a Acquigny, pres de 
Louviers.

A Fendroit meme oil s'elevent aujourd'hui 
les ruines encore si elegantes de Fancienne 
eglise abbatiale, les moines du haut moyen age 
edifierent successivement plusieurs sanctuaires 
que venaient periodiquement demolir et bruler 
les « northmans », ces « hommes du Nord », 
dont les hordes debarquaient a chaque prin- 
temps sur les cotes de la Manche ou sur les 
rives de la Seine. 

Lorsque, par malheur, le tresor du monastere 
etait vide, et que les religieux ne pouvaient 
esperer se « racheter » en versant aux envahis- 
seurs une certaine somme, les moines devaient 
fuir devant Fennemi, en abandonnant Fabbaye 
au pillage... 

En Tan 960, Fabbaye etait veuve de ses moi¬ 
nes, et ruinee. Or, en ce temps~la, nous raconte 
le manuscrit intitule : « l’Abrege de la vie et 
des miracles de saint Wulfran », un seigneur 
de la region, Torstingus-le-Riche, poursuivait 
un cerf dans la foret de Jumieges. Sur le point 
d'etre atteinte, la bete se refugia dans les ruines 
du monastere de Fontenelle, penetra dans 
Feglise a moitie ecroulee, et se plaga tout contre 
le maitre-autel, comme pour y chercher pro?;

Et, une fois de 
plus, Fabbaye de Saint-Wandrille, renaissant 
de ses cendres, put renouer le fil de ses bril- 
lantes destitfees, au chant des psaumes et dper 
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LE FLAGEOLET DES MOINES

Tout le long du cours de la Seine, de Paris 
a la mer, les moines de Saint-Wandrille etaient 
« francs et exempts de tout peage », en ce qui 
concernait les materiaux et provisions destines 
a leur usage propre. Une seule condition leur 
etait imposee : a l’approche des ponts ou etait 
etabli un droit de passage, les mariniers du 
monastere devaient obligatoirement jouer « un 
air de flageolet » et annoncer a haute voix : 
« Geci est aux moines de Fontenelle ! ». 

Ge privilege, qui datait du temps de Childe- 
bert, etait encore en vigueur au XVI e siecle. 
Au XVII e , les Parlements deciderent que cette 
exemption ne s'etendait qu’aux droits et impots 
anterieurs a 1517. Et l’erudit Dom Breard, en 
ce meme siecle, recueillait ce proverbe nor- 
mand, souvenir de la curieuse coutume : « Tu 
penses en etre quitte comme les moines de 
Saint-Wandrille, en jouant un air de flageolet ! » 
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L’ARBRE DES SAINTS 


L f abb aye de Fontenelle se trouve souvent 
designee par les vieux chroniqueurs comme 
« la terre des saints », et il faut se garder de 
voir dans cette expression une simple figure 
de rhetorique. Treize abbes et religieux de 
Saint-Wandrille — dont bon nombre devenus 
eveques — figurent au martyrologe romain ; et 
la liste des saints a canonises a Feglise )) (c’est- 
a~dire veneres d’une fagon particuliere a I’inte- 
rieur du monastere) ne comprend pas moins 
d'une quarantaine de noms. 

Nous ne nous etonnerons done pas qu’un 
prieur ait desire faire peindre, sur les murs 
du cloitre, une grande fresque ornee d'une 
inscription en vers, et representant « Farbre 
des saints de Fontenelle », malheureusement 
disparu ; mais Alexis Breard put recueillir 
encore quelques fragments de Finscription. 

Encore de nos jours, Fabbaye fete tous les 
ans, d’une fa$on solennelle, la memoire des 
pieux cenobites qui embaument du parfum de 
leurs vertus la petite vallee ou, depuis plus de 
mille ans, les moines « travaillent et prient », 
comme Fexige la regie du grand patriarche 
saint Benoit. 
































LES CALVINISTES A SAINT 

Des 1562, les guerres de religion desoleren 
la Basse-Normandie. Les Galvinistes, devenus 
maitres de Rouen, commencerent par briser 
les statues — les idoles, disaient-ils — qui 
ornaient les eglises de la ville. Puis les troupes 
protestantes parcoururent la region et se por- 
terent sur les grands monasteres benedictins 
de Jumieges et de Saint-Wandrille. Pour echap- 
per a la mort, les moines durent prendre la 
fuite. 

Le chef des Galvinistes, le terrible Gabriel 
de Montgommery, penetre dans Fabbaye de 
Fontenelle et la met a sac. Tout d’abord, sur 
la tombe de Fabbe Jehan de Rochois, situee 
au milieu du choeur de Feglise abbatiale, les 
vandales brulent les magnifiques stalles gothi- 
ques du XV e siecle, ainsi que les splendides 
ornements liturgiques trouves a la sacristie. 
Dans le cloitre, on martele la belle statue gothi- 
que de la Vierge, ainsi que ce magnifique tym~ 
pan sculpte qui, en depit de ses mutilations, 
reste encore un des plus purs chefs-d’oeuvre 
du XIII e siecle. Enfin, les pillards decouvrent, 
dans les combles de Feglise, la cachette ou les 
moines avaient depose les reliquaires d’or et 
d* argent : pieces inestimables au point de vue 
artistique, et que les huguenots jetteront sans 
scrupule a la fonte... 


LA TOMBE DU SAGRISTAIN 


Quelques pieces de la plus haute valeur 
avaient cependant echappe au pillage : le calice 
d’or de saint Wulfran, sa patene, une croix, 
un evangeliaire, quelques manuscrits precieux. 
Malheureusement, en 1576, le sacristain, un 
certain de Gruchy, s’enfuit du cloitre... en 
emportant ces precieux objets. Son complice, 
du nom de Fresnay, peut-etre le plus coupable 
des deux, fut pris, execute, et, parait-il, coupe 
en morceaux. On raconte meme que, pour faire 
un exemple, dame justice fit suspendre ces 
lamentables pieces detachees autour de Fab¬ 
baye ; un vieux chene portait encore, au XVIII e 
siecle, le nom de « chene de la cuisse ». 

Quant a ce de Gruchy, il semble avoir obtenu 
son pardon, puisqu’il mourut au monastere. 
On Finhuma dans le cloitre, a quelques pas de 
la porte ou entrent actuellement les visiteurs. 
Et les bonnes gens pretendaient que sur sa 
pierre tombale naissaient, interminablement, 
des crapauds, « race de divine vengeance »... 






















L’ABBE PREVOST A SAINT-WANDRILLE 


On connait Fexistence mouvementee que mena 
d’abord dans le monde Fabbe Prevost, que rendit 
si celebre son roman autobiographique : *' Manon 
Lescaut M . 

II nous sera permis de noter que la fin du roman 
n’est guere conforme a la verite historique. En 
realite, le heros du livre ne s’embarqua point en 
compagnie de Manon pour les Ameriques. Prevost, 
qui suivait le convoi des deportes qu’on allait 




embarquer au Havre, 
tomba de fatigue sur 
la route aux environs 
d’Yvetot, et s'evanouit. 
Quand il reprit connais- 
sance, la nuit etait 
venue ; il apergut dans 
Fobscurite une lumiere 
vers laquelle il se dirigea 
pour demander quelque 
secours. Or, cette lu¬ 
miere etait la lampe de 
nuit de FAbbaye Saint- 
Wandrille, ou le pauvre 
voyageur fut cordiale- 
ment accueilli par les 
moines. Bientot apres, 
Prevost, desirant expier 
sous la bure les egare- 
ments de sa vie passee 
decida d'entrer dans 
Fordre benedictin. Et, 
un peu plus d’un an 
apres ces evenements, 
exactement le 9 Novem- 
bre 1721, nous le voyons 
prononcer ses vceux a 
Fabbaye toute proche de 
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Parmi les benedictins de la congregation de 
Saint-Maur qui, au XVII e siecle, travaillerent 
efficacement a la reconstruction de Feglise 
abbatiale, il faut citer en premiere ligne Dom 
Louis Deleau, le dernier religieux qui porta 
le titre de « bailli de Fontenelle ». Ge moine 
s’appliqua, en particular, a la reedification de 
la grande chapelle de la Vierge. 

Ainsi que ses freres en religion, Dom Deleau 
fut enseveli dans le cloitre ou, encore aujour- 
d’hui, on apergoit sa dalle funeraire. Nous 
savons qu’il mourut en Tan 1652, empoisonne 
par une potion pharmaceutique mal preparee, 
Et rhistoriographe de l’abbaye, Dom Alexis 
Breard, crut devoir proposer de faire graver 
sur la pierre tombale cette facetieuse epitaphe : 

SI LE FEV PREND A CETTE! CHAPELLE 
LEVEZ CETTE PIERRE 
VO VS y TROWVERRES « DE L'EAV „ 


A PROFOS D’UNE FROCHAINE 
CANONISATION 


A la date du 21 avril 1793, la Convention deci- 
dait que les pretres et les religieux refusant de 
prefer serment constitutionnel seraient depor- 
tes a la Guyane. 

Deja, la Revolution avait oblige les moines 
a quitter leurs monasteres. Un benedictin de 
Saint-Wandrille, Dom Louis-Fran§ois Le Brun, 
refugie depuis quelques mois a Rouen, se refusa 
a entrer dans Feglise constitutionnelle et pre- 
fera se mettre a la disposition des autorites. 
On le dirigea sans tarder vers Rochefort, sur 
ces horribles pontons ou il retrouva plusieurs 
centaines de ses confreres. 

Dans une cale obscure, mesurant a peine 
cent metres carres, plus de quatre cent cin- 
quante ecclesiastiques mouraient un a un... 
Prives d’air et de lumiere, strictement rationnes 
pour Feau, et ne recevant qu’une nourriture 
infecte, ils etaient decimes par le scorbut, la 
gangrene, la dysenterie, le typhus, les fievres 
malignes. 

En ces tragiques circonstances, Dom Le Brun 
fit preuve d'une telle abnegation, et donna a ses 
compagnons de misere un si bel exemple de 
courage heroique et de charite, que le moine 
de Saint-Wandrille a ete retenu — en compa- 
gnie, d'ailleurs, de cent trente-sept autres 
martyrs de la Foi morts sur les pontons de 
Rochefort — pour la cause, pendante en cours 
de Rome, de beatification. 








































MORT ET RESURRECTION 

Le 17 janvier 1792, l’abbaye de Saint-Wan- 
drille, declaree « bien national », etait achetee 
pour cent mille francs en assignats par le citoyen 
Cyprien Lenoir. Celui-ci installa, dans les 
batiments claustraux, une filature, tandis que 
l’eglise abbatiale, vendue a des entrepreneurs 
de demolitions, etait exploitee comme une 
carriere de pierres. Le vieux monastere, fonde 
au VII e siecle par saint Wandrille, sur les 
rives de la Fontenelle, semblait maintenant 
mort pour jamais. 

II reprit vie, cependant, a la fin du siecle 
dernier. En 1894, sous l'abbatiat de Dom 
Pothier, le cloitre connut a nouveau des jours 
heureux, qui laissaient presager un avenir 
digne de son glorieux passe. 

Mais en 1901, la Communaute monastique 
va connaitre un nouvel exil, qui durera trente 
ans. Aujourd'hui, la vie refleurit, vigoureuse, 
dans 1’antique moutier. Sous la houlette du 
soixante-dix-neuvieme abbe de Saint-W andrille, 
le Reverendissime Dom Pierdait, les moines 
benedictins sont revenus chez eux, a Fontenelle, 
cette « terre des saints » ou, depuis mille ans 
et plus, les fils de saint Benoit « prient et tra- 
vaillent », dans une paix feconde, selon la vieille 
et imprescriptible tradition benedictine.

Article I 

This organization shall be known as The International 
Committee for Bird Preservation. 

Article II . 

OBJECT 


Its object shall be interest in all countries for a more ade¬ 
quate protection of wild bird-life. 

Article III 
OFFICERS 

Its officers shall consist of a Chairman,, one or more central 
secretaries, and such other assistants as he may desire to appoint. 

Article IV 
EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 


Section I, 

The Executive Committee shall be comoosed of the Chairman of 
The International Committee and the Chairmen of the various^Natio¬ 
nal Sections, and it shall represent The international Committee 
in all matters which may arise in connection with its work when 
the Committee is not in session. 

Section II.

A National Section of The International Committee shall be 
composed of institutions or membership societies_interested in the 
preservation from extinction of all species of wild oirds and in t 
increase of those species of birds especially useful to mankind.

The people of any country in which there is not already a 
National Section of The International Committee maj 7 - seek member- 
shipin that Committee by organizing a National Section of not more 
than eight institutions or membership societies, electing two 
members from each such institution or society to represent it and 
by directing their application for admission to the Executive 
Committee -of The International Committee or its duly authorized 
representative who shall have power to accept or reject such 
application. 

Section III. 

All organizations wishing to be included in a National 
Section must indicate to the Chairman of The International Commi¬ 
ttee their acceptance of the Declaration of Principles as given 
above and their’approval of the existing by-laws.

President Roosevelt today made 
public a report recommending the 
starting of a 10-year Federal building 
program in the District of Columbia 
which will provide 5,208,000 square 
feet of new space to house' Federal 
governmental offices at an estimated 
cost of $142,250,700. 

The report, which was made by a 
special committee named by the Presi¬ 
dent to survey the Federal housing 
needs, calls for a 10-year program 
divided into two 5-year programs. 

The committee is composed of Sec¬ 
retary of Interior Ickes, Senator Elmer 
Thomas, Oklahoma, chairman of the 
Senate Subcommittee on District Ap¬ 
propriations ; Representative Collins 


of Mississippi, chairman of the Sub¬ 
committee of the House Appropria¬ 
tions Committee for the District; 
Frederic A. Delano, chairman Na¬ 
tional Capital Parks and Planning 1 
Commission, and Rear Admiral C. J. 
Peoples, director of the Procurement! 
Division. 

The first five-year program is esti¬ 
mated to cost $94,717,500 and the sec¬ 
ond five-year program is estimated to 
cost $47,539,500. The program, how¬ 
ever, is merely advisory and makes no 
provision for the raising of the money.

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PRACTICAL INFORMATION 

PASSPORTS 

Travellers to Switzerland must be in possession of a 
Passport bearing any necessary endorsement and visas. 

A Swiss Visa is not required by British subjects, nor 
by the nationals of the whole of America, China and Japan 
(unless they are proceeding to Switzerland for the pur¬ 
pose of taking up employment in that country). 

Tourists staying at hotels, pensions, sanatoriums and 
similar establishments can remain in Switzerland for 
3 months (counting from the date of crossing the fron¬ 
tier) without registering with the police, but those staying 
at private houses, or persons following a remunerative 
occupation, must report to the local police if their so¬ 
journ in Switzerland exceeds 8 days. 

The Austrian, Belgian, Dutch, French, German and 
Italian Visa has also been abolished for nationals of the 
British Empire. 

RAILWAY TICKETS 

The following tickets are issued by the Swiss Federal 
Railways: 

1. Single tickets at the rate of 15 centimes in 1st class, 
10,5centimes in I Ina class and 7,5centimes inlllrd class 
per kilometre (0,6214 statute mile): a reduction of 20% 
is granted for distances exceeding 299 kilometres. 

2. Return (excursion) tickets, valid 10 days, at 20% 
reduction on the single tariff. 

3. Swiss Season Tickets, available 8, 15 and 30 days, 
permitting unlimited travel by rail and steamboat over 
more than 3000 miles. The holders of Season Tickets are 
entitled to substantial reductions of fare on a number of 
lines which are not included in the Season Ticket system. 

4. Swiss Combined Tickets, for journeys of not less than 
300 km (187,5miles),available 45days.Reduction 20%. 



A ticket can be composed of rail and steamboat cou¬ 
pons of different classes and can also include coupons for 
the Postal Motor services. 

5. Swiss Family Tickets, for journeys, of not less than 
200 km (125 miles), available 45 days. The journey must 
be made by at least 3 members of the same family (father 
or mother and at least two children) living in one 
household. The reduction varies according to the 
itinerary. 

When obtaining these tickets in London, for which 
purpose a special Order Form is used, at least a week’s 
notice is necessary. 

6. International Combined Tickets. The validity of 
tickets is 90 days for journeys up to 3000 km, and 120 days 
for journeys exceeding 3000 km. 

7. Children's Tickets. Children under four years of age 
travelling with their parents are carried free, provided 
they do not occupy a separate seat in the compartment. 
From four to twelve years of age, children travel at half 
fares. No reduction is made for children on the price of 
Swiss Season Tickets. International Combined Tickets 
are issued at half-price to children aged 4—10. 

Break of journey. On the Swiss railways, break of jour¬ 
ney is allowed, without formality, at any intermediate 
station. 

HAND LUGGAGE IN SWISS TRAINS 

Light, portable articles may be taken into the com¬ 
partments as Hand Luggage, free of charge. Dangerous 
articles, however, are excluded from conveyance as 
Passengers’ Baggage, notably loaded firearms, explo¬ 
sives, inflammables, corrosives, and any other articles 
likely to cause injury to other Passengers. Travellers 
are not allowed to take into the compartments more 
luggage than can conveniently be placed immediately

Under no cir¬ 
cumstances may Hand Luggage be placed upon the 
seats, along the corridors or in the gangways. 

CUSTOMS’ EXAMINATIONS 

At frontier stations. Passengers or their duly authorized 
representatives must be present at the Customs’ examin¬ 
ation of their luggage, which takes place at the frontier 
stations. 

In transit via Switzerland. Luggage registered through 
to destinations beyond Switzerland is not examined by 
the Swiss Customs. 

In Switzerland. Should the owners of luggage registered 
through to Bale S.F.R., Berne, Brigue, Coire, Geneva, 
Interlaken, La Chaux-de-Fonds, Lausanne, Le Locle- 
Ville, Locarno, Lucerne, Lugano, Montreux, Morges, 
Neuchatel, Ouchy, St. Gall, St. Moritz, Schaffhausen, 
Vevey, Winterthur, Zermatt or Zurich not be present at 
the frontier station when the Customs’ examination 
takes place, such luggage will be sent on to the inland 
Customs’ Offices at the aforesaid stations, where it will 
be examined. 

THE ELECTRIFICATION OF THE SWISS 
FEDERAL RAILWAYS 

Taking advantage of the “white coal” which is so 
abundant in Switzerland, the Federal Railways have 
pushed forward the rapid electrification of their lines 
with a view to increasing the comfort of travellers in 
Switzerland. The programme adopted in 1923 by the 
Federal Railways has now been successfully carried out, 
and December of 1934 saw 1279 miles, or 71,5% of the 
total 1787 miles of Federal lines, converted to electrical 
haulage. Power is obtained from two large hydro-electric 
generating plants, the Amsteg-Ritom Group on the Saint

Gothard line and the Barberine-Vernayaz Group under 
the slopes of the Dent du Midi, together producing 
300,000 H.P. Generally speaking, electrification marks 
an important step in the advance of modern railway tech¬ 
nique; and, above all, the elimination of smoke, the 
punctual running and increased speed of trains make 
travelling in Switzerland a joy to the visitor.

In the larger 
towns and fashionable health resorts are luxurious and 
up-to-date hotels with every modern convenience instal¬ 
led. Comfortable first and second class hotels are to he 
found everywhere, and there are numerous smaller 
hotels and family pensions to suit more modest require¬ 
ments. Perfect cleanliness, pleasant rooms, good beds 
and good cooking are characteristic features of the Swiss 
hotels, while the care taken in selecting a well trained staff 
with a knowledge of languages ensures model service.

Aan den overkant van de haven 
ligt Tribschen, waar Richard Wagner eenige jaren woonde en dat nu 
Wagner-museum is. Uren, dagen zelfs kan men hier in Luzern rond- 
dwalen. Telkens en telkens weer ontdekt men iets anders, mooiers, 
ouders. Omdat Luzern, bij alle vroolijke heerlijkheid van haar va- 
cantie-blijheid, ook nog de charme kent, die uitgaat van al die over- 
blijfselen van vervlogen eeuwen.

Het Leeuwenmonument. Wereldbe- 
roemd. Het is uitgevoerd door 
Ahorn naar een model van den 
blinden Deenschen beeldhouwer 
Thorwaldsen en is gewijd aan de 
herinnering van 26 Zwitsersche 
officieren en 760 soldaten, die op 
10 Augustus 1792 hun leven gaven bij de verdediging van deTuilerieen te Parijs. 

De Gletschertuin. Een beroemd natuurlijk overblijfsel uit den ijstijd. Versteende 
resten uit het water- en het tropische tijdperk in Zwitserland. Ontdekt in 1872. 
In het Museum, dat in den Gletschertuin staat, kan men allerlei kaarten en 
groepen, betrekking hebbende op de Alpine fauna aantreffen. 

Het Panorama. Een voorstelling van den terugtocht van Generaal Bourbaki’s 
leger naar Zwitserland (Verrieres) in Februari 1871. 

Het Alpineum Hodel bij het Leeuwenmonument. Alpine- en gletscher-Diorama’s. 

Oud Zwitsersch Huis tegenover het Panorama. Origineel oud huisraad. 

De Hofkirche. Met haar tweeling-torens. Gewijd aan St. Leodegar. Voortreffelijk 
gebeeldhouwde koorstoelen, 15e eeuwsche altaarsnijwerken en fljn gesmede 
koorhekken. Het groote orgel is gebouwd in-1650 en in 1898 gerestaureerd. 
Het bevat tachtig registers en 4950 pijpen. In den zomer orgelconcerten. 

Het oude Stadhuis aan de Korenmarkt. Een beroemd gebouw uit den Renaissance- 
tijd. Gelijkvloers bevindt zich het Historisch Museum. Dit bevat wapens en 
zegeteekenen uit oude Zwitsersche oorlogen benevens voorwerpen, welke 
gevonden zijn in oude meer-woningen en voor-historische begraafplaatsen. 

Het Kunst, Muziek en Congresgebouw bij het station. Ontvangs- en concertzalen, 
periodieke tentoonstellingen van Zwitsersche en internationale schilder- en 
beeldhouwwerken. 

De Gemeentelijke Bibliotheek (ReuGsteg), waar o.a. te zien is de ,,Kronik von 
Luzern” door Diebold Schilling, een onschatbaar overblijfsel uit de Middel- 
eeuwen. Ook een verzameling munten. 

De Kantonale Bibliotheek (Bahnhofstrasse). Verschillende specimen van vroegere 
drukkunst. 160,000 deelen. 

Het Museum van Kunst en Kunstnijverheid (Museggstrasse). Specimen van kunst¬ 
nijverheid en decoratieve kunst van Centraal Zwitserland in onderscheiden 
tijdperken. 

De Kapellbrucke. Ligt schuin over de Reuss. Dateert van 1332. De overkapping 
bevat binnenin 112 schilderingen door H.Wegmann (1611) voorstellende ge- 
beurtenissen uit het leven van St. Leodegar en St. Mauritius, de beschermheili- 
gen van Luzern en andere episodes uit de Zwitsersche geschiedenis. Aansluitend 
bij de brug de achtkantige Watertoren, voorheen deel uitmakende van de 
versterkingen derstad, thans de schatkamer van de gemeentelijke archieven. 

De Spreuerbrucke. Over de Reuss. Lijkt op de Kapellbrucke. Gebouwd in 1407. De 
schilderingen in de zoldering, voorstellende 
den Doodendans werden in de zeventiende 
eeuw door Kaspar Meglinger aangebracht. 

De Gothische (Mauritius) Fontein, op de Wijn- 
markt. Een van de schoonste in Zwitserland 
(1481) en de Fritschi Fontein (Kapellplatz) 
ontworpen door den Luzerner architect Am 
Rhyn (1918). 

De Wallen en de Musegg-torens. De zeer oude 
grijze omwalling met haar negen wachttorens, 
vroeger vormend den noordelijken kant van 
de oude versterkingen (16e eeuw). 

Het Richard Wagner-Museum te Tribschen (10 
minuten met de boot of met de autobus), waar 
Wagner leefde van 1866 tot 1872 en waar hij 
een heele reeks van zijn wereldberoemde 
werken componeerde.
